Disclosure Statement filed on June 6, 2008, the Examiner refused to consider two 
Japanese language references for which Applicant did not supply English language 
abstracts. During a telephone interview, the Examiner indicated that consideration of 
these documents was refused because no "statement of relevance" was included in the 
Information Disclosure Statement. However contrary to the Examiner's assertion, the 
above noted Information Disclosure Statement did indeed contain a statement of 
relevance which indicated that the foreign language documents were relevant because 
they were cited in the Japanese Office Action. 

In addition, AppUcants are submitting, attached hereto, an English-language 
translation of the portion of the Japanese Office Action cited in the Information 
Disclosure Statement of June 6, 2008, indicating the basis (i.e. the relevance) of the 
citation of these two references. In view of this submission, consideration of the 
documents is respectfully requested and is believed to be appropriate 
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Additionally the Examiner crossed out all of the Abstracts listed on the form 
PTO-1449 attached to the Information Disclosure Statement of June 6, 2008, and 
asserted, during the telephone interview that they were duplicative and/or cumulative of 
the cited Japanese patents. The crossed out abstracts were English language abstracts 
provided to facilitate the Examiner's consideration of the related Japanese language 
patent documents. Thus, Applicants assume the Japanese documents were considered 
based upon the Examiner's review of these English language abstracts. 

Thus, to complete the record. Applicants have Usted above-noted crossed out 
Japanese language documents on an attached Form PTO-1449. Applicants respectfully 
request that the Examiner initial the appropriate spaces on the attached Form PTO-1449 
and return a copy of the completed Form PTO-1449 to Applicants to confirm 
consideration of the documents.
